Comment 

The title of course means the 
march of man through the ages, and 
is suggestive ot the idea "The 
March of Time". The first verse 
encompasses with amazing concen- 
tration of thought the ages of man 
at his earliest period. The power of 
the brute man is brought out very 
forcifully by such phrases as "rock- 
gnawer" and "bone-tearing"; the 
subtle contrast of this power and 
the weakness of modem man Is ex- 
pressed in the word "undentisted" 
—a very apt word in this case. The 
second verso neatly introduces the 
reason by the use of the word con- 
volution-man's progress to the' trap- 
setting stage. This is quickly fol- 
lowed by a picture of the agricul- 
tural man "horse-dragged earth 
worm"— the simplicity and brevity 
of this statement is amazing. Here 
the domesticity of animals is repre- 
sented by two simple nouns trans' 
ferred by stibtlc use into adjectives. 
Thé touch ot humour In this verse 
relieves the tensity of the though 
at the critical moment. The third 
verse outlines with magnificent 
brevity the great discoveries of the 
-iige of exploration— the ships sail- 
ing before the wind-man squeezing 
in his hand the ever-shrinking 
earth. The fourth verso of course 
deals with progress— "no rcdlight" 
suggest the power of man with no 
forces able to stop his march of 
progress. "Corkscrew" is a very 
well chosen figure for man's bor- 
ing into the earth, after coal, gold 
and silver later mentioned, the 
word woosh gives a most dramatic 
picture of man's search for oil. The 
rise of capitalism is outlined In four 
words "top-men being topped".

B. K. Sandwell Speaks 
On Refugee Question 



'Right of Sanctuary' 
Is Topic of Talk Tonight 
At People's Forum 

B. K. Sandwell, editor of "Satur- 
day Night" will address,;^a. special 
open meeting of the People's Forum 

at the .Montreal High School Audi- 
torium this evening at 8 o'clock. 
The topic of his speech will be 
"The Right of Sanctuary" and will 
deal with the subject of giving 
European refugees entrance ipto 
Canada. 

The committee Chosen by the 
campus clubs supporting the peti- 
tion yesterday stated that Mr. Sand- 
wcU's address would be of interest 
to all who arc studying the refugee 
problem and the petition which is 
at present being circulated on the 
campus. 

Mr. Sandwell \vill arrive this 
morning by plane from Winnipeg 
where he has been speaking on be- 
half of the refugees. In one ot his 
editorials in "Saturday Night", Mr. 
Sandwell made the following state 
ment on the refugee petition. "The 
petition is extremely brief, and 
asks only that the existing restric- 
tions on entry into Canada, so far 
as they concern 'race, creed or fin- 
ancial condition' by lifting in the 
case of any bona-fida 'refugees 
from political or religious persecu- 
tion'. It asks for no change in the 
law or regulations regarding immi- 
gration except for the benefit of 
persons actually fleeing from per- 
secution. We confess that we find 
it difficult to sec how any Can- 
adian can oppose the granting of 
this petition and still claim to be 
a Christian or a humanitarian. 

"Several thousand Jews are man- 
aging to escape today from Den- 
mark, where the Nazi anti-Semitic 
policy is being activated in expec- 
tation of an Allied attack. They can

Jacob Baker 
Stresses Need 
For Planning 

Expert Foresees 
Speedy Change 
To Peace Economy 



'Transformation from wartime to 
peacetime production will take nO' 
where as long as the corresponding 
period of changeover to war Indus 
try took us in the United States," 
declared Jacob Baker last night in 
the second lecture of the McGill 
School of Architecture's course on 
Housing and Community Planning. 
Mr. Baker, who has held many ad- 
visory posts on both private and 
Government bodies in the U.S., and 
is at present vice-president of the 
Econometric Institute, went on to 
say that the gradual alteration in 
national economic planning would 
begin immediately after, the end of 
"the German phase of the war." 

Speaking with special reference 
to "Private and Governmental 
Planning," Mr. Baker said "it is 
fair to say that every responsible 
organization, whether business or 
governmental. Is properly concern- 
ed with planning . . . business 
men; leaders of labor and agricul- 
tural groups; trade associations; 
governmental official — all these 
must plan. Business men must ex- 
ercise the fullest ot Influence so 
that the rules, the laws and the 
regulations are such as to insure 
free enterprise. Every other re- 
sponsible leader must participate in

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Penfield Speaks 
On China at War 



Medical Research 
For Malaria Drug 
Still Continued 

Dr. Wilder Penfield, C.M.G., 
F.R.S., professor of Neuro-Surgery 
at McGill and head of the Neuro- 
logical Institute, yesterday address- 
ed the Women's Canadian Club at 
a meeting held In the Rltz-Carlton 
Hotel. 

Dr. Penfield, who paid a visit to 
China following his trip to Russia 
on an international medical mission, 
gave a comprehenslbe picture of 
China at war, dealing particularly 
with the work of the Chinese Artny 
Medical Service, the National 
Health Administration (health de- 
partment) and the conditions of 
medical education. 

He stated that amazing as it may 
seem medical research is still going 
on in China. Much of this research 
Is directed to finding' a better anti- 
malarial drug than quinine, of 
which their supply is very short. 

The health problems in general 
in China are faced by the National 
Health Administration, Dr. Penfield 
explained. This organization con- 
cerns Itself with the control of 
epidemic disease and the distribu- 
tion of essential drugs. It has little 
or nothing to do with the care of 
the disabled « soldier and does not 
operate hospitals tot' ibtm as in 
Eoiglaiid and * Russia.',The NHA has 
local Health centres which are scat- 
tered through the country which are 
trying to instigate health propa- 
ganda campaigns. 

Dr. Penfield said his central im- 
pression of the people at large was 
that of a "patient bearing of bur- 
dens, of unrelenting industry and of 
gaiety. I don't think I have ever 
seen a happier country," he added.

Discussion To Be 
Held Regarding 
Pre-Medical Status 



The Pre-Medical Society will 
meet tomorrow afternoon at 5.00 
p.m. in the Ballroom of the McGIU 
Union. Dr. C. P. Martin of the 
Department of Anatomy will dc 
liver a speech on the History of 
Anatomy. Following the speech 
there will be a discussion on the 
status of Pre-Medical students at 
McGill University. 

Dr. Martin served with the Irish 
Constabiilary both before and dur- 
ing the last World War. Severely 
wounded during the war, he em- 
barked upon his University career 
when the Constabulary was dis- 
banded in 1922. Dr. Martin entered 
Dublin University and' worked with 
such brilliance and energy in the 
medical and allied sciences that in 
1927 he was awarded the Gold 
Medal of Distinction. Continuing 
his scholastic career with the same 
success, he was at last awarded a 
Doctorate in Science. After gradua- 
tion he remained at the Unlvefity 
as a member of the teaching staff. 
His final appointment was as senior 
assistant 'In the Department , of 
Anatomy. Dr. Martin was appointed 
the Reford Professor of Anatomy 
a*. McGill in 1936. He Is now Chair- 
man of this Department. He is the 
author of several scientific articles 
on Prehistoric man and In 1935 
published a book, "Prehistoric Man 
in Ireland." 

Following the speech a discussion 
will be called on the present status 
ot McGill Pre-Medical students, 
and any Ideas by the students them- 
selves will be discussed, stated a 
member of the executive yesterday, 
"Pre-meds. at present are without 
official recognition, and because 
the Increased number of registered 
pre-medicals this year appears to 
have hit a new high, we must at- 
tempt immediately to gain the co- 
operation of the Medical Faculty."

For Duration 

Sports Expert 
Takes Special 
Staff Post 

Toronto, Nov. 10— (CUP)— 
Warren Stevens, Director of 
Athletics at the University of 
Toronto has been granted a 
leave of nbsencc for the clumlion 
of the war. He will give up his 
post in the Department of Phy- 
sical Etlucntion immediately to 
take up special staff duties at 
Royal Canadian ' Air Force 
Headçiunrtcrs in Ottawa. 

"Steve" completed ten years at 
Varsity last year, having come to 
the staff as Director of Athletics in 
April, 1932, following his appoint- 
ment by a committee of graduates 
made up of Hamilton Cassclls, K.C., 
the late Dr. Jack Maynard, the Var- 
sity football immortal, T. R. Loudon 
and R. A. Bryce, now a governor of 
the University. 

Although he caef ully corrected the 
Directorate's announcement in whch 
he was termed "Athletic Director," 
saying, "Everyone knows I'm not 
athletic, any more," "Steve" has had 
a notable athletic career. As an un- 
dergraduate at Syracuse University 
where he took his B.Se. In Physical 
Education, he was captain of both 
grid and basketball teams. 

Between graduation and his ap- 
pointment to the staff here he 
played rugby for the Montreal 
Amateur Athletic Association and 
became the first to apply success- 
fully the only recently legalized 
forward pass to Canadian football. 
At this time he also coached the 
McGill backfleld. 

His coaching ability was demon- 
strated the first fall after his ar- 
rival at Varsity when the Blue 
•team fought its way to the Inter- 
collegiate championship and squar- 
ed off against the Hamilton Tigers 
for the eastern title. In addition to 
his work with the rugby squad 
"Steve" has also coached the Blue 
intercollegiate basketball teams and 
was for two years hockey coach as 
well. 

He has also been given a large 
part of the credit for building up 
Varsity's present unique and' com- 
prehensive intramural athletic sys- 
tem.

Econonust Tells 
Of Nazi Chiefs 



Professor at 
Toronto' Talked 
With Hitler 



Toronto, Nov. 10.— (CUP) — Dr. 
Egbert Ludwig Munzer, for nine 
years member of Germany's pre- 
Nazl ministry of economics, now a 
lecturer in economic statistics here, 
in a recent interview described 
Hitler, Goerlng and Goebbels as 
"Germany's three fateful leaders." 
''But they are yiree leaders of in- 
sincerity. They are men with en- 
tire disregard of morality." 

Dr. Munzer may well be consid- 
ered an authority on the "matter. 
While employed as a secretary to 
the economics minister from 1924 
until the Nazi era in 1033. he had 
occasion to meet, all three of the 
German leaders personally. This Is 
how he describes them: 

"Hitler' has impenetrable eyes," 
he said. "They stare at you, but 
yet the mind behind them, you 
feel, is far away. You do not know 
what that mind is thinking about. 
It seemed that he was possessed of 
the devil. When I talked to him. 
a feeling of physical uneasiness 
crept on me — like a rash. ' 

"We spoke of economic prob- 
lems," contimied Dr. îïunzer.' "It 
was plain to see that he had no 
understanding, of such things, I 
would not say that he is 'ignorant. 
But I do think he makes no Im- 
pression on a person at tirzt meet- 
ing— an obscure man." . 

Joseph Goebbel.-;, Dr. Mtmzcr be- 
lieves, is the cleverest of the lot. 
"Yet thougli he has a shrewd,. razor- 
sliai-p mind," the doctor stresses, 
"Goebbels is unscrupulous. Even in 
his youth he was a rascal. He 
speaks-, in equivocation— you never 
know what he really means.

Prof. Discharged 

Controversy Over

The associate professor of philo- 
sophy at the University of Notre 
Dame, Dr. Francis E. McMahon, de- 
clared yesterday that his discharge 
from the faculty had been brought 
about by "simply a difference on 
the meaning of free speech." This 
is according to an Associated Press 
dispatch received here yesterday. 

Rev. J. Hugh O'Donnell, presi- 
dent of the University, could not 
be reached immediately for com- 
ment, but university authorities 
said he would issue a statement 
later. 

Dr. McMahbn, president of the 
Catholic Association for Interna- 
tional Speech, said: 

"The authorities of Notre Dame, 
believing that my efforts to help 
win the war and win the peace 
have harmed. the good name of the 
university, have discharged me." 

He attributed the action to his 
rcft^sal to have all spc.iking engage- 
ments approved to have, the con- 
tents of his speeches approved and 
to submit press releases to ihc uni- 
versity authorities. , ^

(C.U.P.)— Quentin Reynolds, the 
most adventurous and famed Joiv 
nalist of our time, will come to 
London on November 26 to receive 
an honorary Doctor of Laws degree 
from the University of Western On- 
tario, From the outbreak of war,' 
Mr. Reynolds has vigorously es- 
poused the cause of Britain and her 
Allies and has led all the United 
Sates writers In expounding it in 
papers, periodicals and books. It 
is because of this inestimable ser- 
vice to the Empire and to all demo- 
cratic countries that he Is being 
honored. 

A graduate of Brown University, 
1924, - Reynolds began his news- 
paper work on The Brooklyn Times 

and The New York Evening World, 
meanwhile sandwiching In a law 
degree at the Brooklyn Law School. 
When The New York ' Telegram 
absorbed The World, he went over 
to International News Service. 

1038 and early 1039 he made two 
trips to Europe. When war wâs de- 
clared he returned there on a rov- 
ing commission that took him first 
to France, where he was the last to 
leave Paris, and later Bordeaux, 
before the entry of the German in- 
vaders. Then he went to England, 
where he experienced the blitz and 
made history with his cry, "London 
Can Take It." 

One of Reynolds' books, "Dress 
Rehearsal," a tribute to Canadian 
gallantry, is the story of Dieppe. In 
this adventure he had what is prob- 
ably his narrowest escape from 
death. While standing on the bridge 
ot Mountbattcn's flagship talking 
with two senior officers, he was 
thrown to the deck by a bomb blast. 
The two officers were killed. 

After a short visit in the States 
he traveled to Russia, reporting 
honestly that country's heroic stand. 
Next was the Mediterranean thea- 
tre, where he covered American 
and British operations in North 
Africa, Sicily and up the Italian 
boot. He has Just lately returned

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More Publicity 

Tiie immense responsibility of produc- 
ing Tlie Daily regularly cannot be over- 
estimated. In the past, that responsibility 
has been equitably distributed among an 
editorial staff adequate in numbers for the 
job on hand. Since the outbrcalc of war, 
however, and the natural depletion in num- 
bers of male students, the staff has been 
gradually and steadily decreasing in size 
and the task becomes heavier and heavier 
for the remaining members. 

Realizing this, The Daily feels that 
steps should be taken to remedy the situa- 
tion. The cooperation of the various cam- 
pus organizations would simplify matters 
to a large extent. Naturally these clubs, 
eociclics. and other movements desire to 
have tficlr activities publicized for the 
benefit of their student members. The most 
satisfactory means of accomplishing this 
is for the organizations themselves to elect 
a regular publicity representative from 
among their numbers. 

The time has gone when The Daily 
could count on having a sufficient number 
of reporters to send one out to cover each 
meeting. If reporters arc to handle all the 
club stories, a large number of tKese will 
have to be obtained by contacting members 
of the executives over the telephone, a 
method open to greater danger of inac- 
curacy and serious error than most sen- 
sible clubs are willing to risk. 

Those organizations which have adopt- 
ed the safer means of -contact through a 
publicity delegate, for example, the Engin- 
eering Undergraduate Society and the 
Players' Club, have found the system 
mutually beneficial. If the others, and in 
particular the Federated Charities Cam- 
paign, would consider the idea seriously, 
both their task and ours would be consid- 
erably lightened.

Ready to Vote? 

Out at the University of British Col- 
umbia, the controversy has been raging 
over the question of a vote for Canadian 
citizens as soon as they have reached the 
age of eighteen. 

The question was raised by a resolution 
passed by the Trades and Labour Council 
in favour of a vote for all persons of 
eighteen years. The Vancouver Province 
shortly afterwards published an editorial 
generally unfavotirable to thp resolution, 
with the comment: "A boy or girl has had 
no experience and lacks maturity. How 
then, can ho or she be expected to exercise 
judgment on questions which arc often ex- 
ceedingly complex and which puzzle even 
the mature and experienced?" 

Opinion is divided on the U.B.C. caln- 
pus. Senior students (who arc probably 
over twenty-one in any case) appear to 
agree with The Province, while lower year 
students resent the implied "slur" on' their 
intelligence, and suggest that if eighteen- 
year-old boys and girls are old cnouRh to 
fight for their country, they arc old' enough 
to have a voice in the choice of its govern- 
ment.

For Whom The Bell Tolls: by Iklarvln Duchow. 

.(I am quoting the following oxcerpt from 
a review by Mr. Duchow, a graduate o( McGill 
and of New York University, as an example of 
the practical appllcaUon in art criticism of the 
new social and psychological viewpoints which 
we have been discussing.) 

"—For sheer suspense and structural power, 
Hemingway is one ot the most effective novd- 
IsU I have read. And In "For Whom The Bell 
Tolls'" I feel that he has outdone even himself 
in this respect. From beginning to end, the 
reader is held in unabated fascination by the 
cumulative. unfolding and development of the 
theme. As for structurc.'the masterly skill with 
which the climaxes are^buUt up in a successive 
and Inevitable sequence leading to thé final and 
central episode, and the economy and unity of 
material bring to mind no less an artist than 
Poe. Indeed, the almost architectural symmetry 
with which the love episodes are Introduced 
at regular Intervals throughout the develop- 
ment of the main theme recalls, the clarity of 
form to be found in a rondo "movement of 
Mozart. It is true, of course, that once or twice 
he falters, as when he digresses to have Pilar 
givo that over-lengthy account of the slaughter 
of the Fascists, or when he indulges in a 
petulant outburst against Andro Marty, the 
French Communist leader. These digressions 
serve no functional purpose. However; the 
structure, as a whole, is so well conceived that 
they do not Impair the total Impression, but 
are simply felt as minor irritations. 

"As a matter of fact, so skilful a craftsman 
is Hemingway' that it seems rather a pity thai 
he lacks the emotional depth and maturity of 
the truly great writer. I say this in spite of the 
fact that many critics feel that he has, in "For 
Whom The Bell Tolls," overcome his earlier in- 
fantilism .sThcy claim that his dislUtulonmcnt, 
his anarchic; rebelliousness, and his sensational 
primltivism have at last given way to an Iden- 
tification with the construcllvc forces of the 
world fight for political and economic libera- 
tion; as Professor Walton puts it: 'Hemingway 
has stepped out of the Waste Land into the 
revolution." 

"However, despite its Spanish Civil War set- 
ting, despite the awareness of human valued 
implicit in the quotation from John Donne 
which serves as title, despite the revolutionary 
commitments of its hero and of the lesser, 
peasant guerrilla characters, the book, in my 
opinion, is still not the product of a profound 
revolutionary— or emotional— conviction, but is 
essentially the old Hemingway struggling with 
himself to relinquish his Infantilisms, and fin- 
ally making a dubious compromise in accepting 
the accoutrements of revolution, but choosing 
as his theme futility and death. 

"For without a doijbt, such > the theme. I

"CANADA FIRSTI"? 

Any value which the stimulating second 
page on refugees In last Wednesday's Daily 
may have had, was negated— and doubly negat- 
ed—by two other items appearing in that same 
issue: 

I. One was the callously utilitarian editorial; 

II. The other the report of the blindly prag- 
matic and misinformed "economists point of 
view" presented in the opening lecture of the 
Extension Course on Housing and Community 
Planning. ^ ' 

The editorial would not have been written, 
and the statement would not have been made 
had either the writer or the speaker paused for 
a moment to attempt to Imagine what it means 
to be a victim of Hitler and a refugee from Hit- 
ler. Instead, orio would almost be forced to an 
opposite conclusion: both writer and speaker 
evidently thought it more prudent to continue 
appeasing those influential elements who aro 
against immigration than to help the most un- 
fortunate of the ' unfortunate. Both statements 
make me. uneasy because I fear that their pur- 
pose was to cool ^ any sentiment of practical 
sympathy, both on and off the campus, for the 
persecuted before this sentiment had even be- 
gun lo flicker. 

The editorial first stales that Uie "Dominion 
could greatly profit by a comprehensive and 
well-planned Increase In population" and then 
goes on to raise all sorts of objections to this— 
anywhere from thinking that 100,000 dead tp- 
poncnis of Hitler will ^e of more assistance "in 
the stabilizaUon of their countries after Hitler 
has been defeated" than 100,00Q. opponents of 
Hitler alive land kicking right hero in Canada 
-to worrying about throwing these refugees 
out of Canada as soon as the war is over. 

The opening Iccutrer of the new extension 
course felt that immigration would cause un- 
employment With this I can suroly take Issue, 
as I doubt if anyone can point to a single in- 
stance of jmnilgratlon anywhere having ever 
caused unemployment, it would be hard to re- 
concile such an idea with Uie Australian Labor 
Government's avowed plan lo double and treble 
Australia's population within a very short 
period. EvldenUy, our sister IJomlnion feels

The Editor, McGUl Dally, 
Dear Sir, 

At the risk ot being labeled 
Christian Semitic, and an Interna- 
tionalist 1 too would like to ex- 
press a few opinions on the matter 
of the petition sponsored by the 
Canadian National Committee for 
Refugees. 

First I would like to take up the 
matter of the fleeing and cowardly 
ten thousand: , 

Thomas Mann, Albert Einstein, 
Eduard Behes, Charles de Gaul, 
General Giraud, Count Sforza, all 
fled their countries. As a result they 
are to-day in the midst of the anti- 
fascist struggle, both physically and 
mentally, contributing positively 
towards the defeat of our enemy. 
Would it not, therefore, be sheer 
stupidity, to say that the world 
would have been better off if they 
had died a "glorious death" at the 
hands ot the Fascist' butchers? Is 
it not ptirc and simple logic to con- 
clude that we, and not Hitler would 
have been the losers, if, instead of 
their research, their generalship, 
their minds, and their statesnrian- 
ship, we had beerr left with their 
dead bodies,- tha't had rotted away 
In some concentration camp. 

Thus, by a similar application of 
logic to tho exact facts, it is just 
as stupid to accuse the Jews of 
cowardice, ,it some of them were 
fortunate enough to escape the fate 
ot::theirjbroUiers. These Jews, of 
whom some say that they are afraid 
of running risks, discovered the 
true naturo ot fascism long beforo 
most Canadians. Many ot them 
died -at Uie Nazi stake more than' 
ten years ago and most ot them be- 
gan to war against fascism long 
before fourth year Engineering stu- 
dents wero aware of the meaning 
of fascist aggression. They fought 
Hitler, in Germany, before the war, 
and because the rest of the world 
was blind, they died. They fought 
in the armies ot every country in 
Europe, and because Europe was 
unprepared, they died. They fought 
in the Warsaw ghetto, and, because 
they were Ill-equipped, they died. 
They are fighting in every under- 
ground movement (readers of Col- 
liers please note). Just as ' they 
(ought at Tobruk, at Dunkerque, at 
Manila, and at Stalingrad. But as

found it certain death to stay be- 
hind, so they fled. Surely, a stu- 
dent studying within the safe con- 
fines ot university walls, far from 
the actual scene of battle, will grant 
them that privilege.

They have established Canada's 
first diamond industry, employing SOD work- 
ers. In Toronto. They are establishing Canada's 
own optical slass industry— :is;im m Torcisiio. 
and have e.«tabli.shed Western Canada's largest 
sugar refinery in Winnipeg. 

So wc sec that the humanitarian point ul 
view can also be the economist's point of vie, v. 
Bread thrown upon the waters will come back. 

But, said the lecturer, "l.nrgc and important 
Labor, and .^gril.•ultural groups v.ouKl not be 
willing to consider immigration until eniploy- 
mpnt was guaranteed. As far as agriculture is 
concerned, it is self-evident that, by the in- 
crease of our home market, immigration will 
do the very opposite of cau^iiii; uncmiiloyniciit.

But statement; of fact and intel- 
lectual arguments do not compensate for loss 
and death. And wc arc not given that which 
does— namely, the imciiding sense of life which 
flows from t!)c people's struggle for freedom. 
Thus, it is again. a& alwiiys in Hemingway, 
death— not life — which triumphs. 

"There is one further point wliich I wish to 
niakc in vindication of this assertion, 1 feel that 
the rather strange and unreal love affair be- 
tween JIaria and Robert Joulan ca;i be ex- 
plained in the light ot this ob.- c.-.-u-n nii lic.ita 
and futility .O.n realistic groui-.d.'. it bcari little 
icrutiiiy, but when seen as a device to render 
more poignant the sense of loss and to heighten 
the sense of futility, it acquires significance 
.md becomes structurally coherent, 

".Vow, ,t n-.ight be objected that tins cm- 
phau^ upiin dc.ith is nevertheless a rcaUstic 
on-.', .Muco after all, the action takes place in the 
three days preceding the dynamiting of the 
bridge, and all thoughts are therefore directed 



unconsciously to th.it moment just as they 
would be in life. But my answer to this objec- 
tion is that, in life, the, reaction to such a situa- 
tion need not be so. Human reactions are de- 
termined not solely by biolA:;cnl mvi psycho- 
logical considerations, but arc outinjcnt upcn 
social as well. For me, Honung'vay lia,'- pro- 
jected ,as he has always done, the reaction of 
an individual who has been unable to identify 
himself with a group. Robert Jordan, for all his 
Communism, and for all his sacrifice to a social 
cause, u a man alone. The only soci;i! tie v. iiich 
bindh him to life is hi;, alf.iir v.i'.h .M.iua. ;u.(i 
h:j ;,cU-identificatii):i -a ith hi.. gr;ir.<lla;:itu- lu 
bitter resentment of his .weak father. And it is 
because of this isolation, or individualism, and 
this escape into death that the novel loses its' 
claim to realism and appears as a thoroughly 
romantic — and decadent — work. lAnd fiutiirr- 
inorc there is an indlsiolublo link between the 
social sense, transcendins tbc individual, and 
the sense of tragedy which Hemingway lacks, 
substituting for it scntimcntalism.) 

'"Let me state this in another v.ay. The real- 
ist, like any other person who^e buiincs^ it in 
to observe life, is obliged to make a scidclion 
of facts from his experience, subjective and ob- 
jective. He cannot record indiscriininutely and 
continue to be a creative artist. The only dif- 
ference between him and other observers, 
however, is that he selects from a wider ra!i;;c 
of experience. Hemingway has chosen to select 
frohi a certain narrow, subjective phase of real- 
ity. For one thing, the very choice of this par- 
ticular phase of reality already betrays hia prc- 
dilection.'-. Eut cveni moic. t.'ie e.\clusion of 
elements from contiguous and interacting 
spheres of life nullifies his claim to realism, 
and marks the work as romantic, 

"This exposition has, I hope, clarified my 
contention that in "For Whom The Bell Tolls." 
Hemingway has not. in any fundamental fcnsc. 
gone beyond the anarchic individualism and 
di.'illusionmeiit of his earlier works."

"In appearance in those days." 
Miinzer continued, "GoebbcL wa.s 
haggard and ascetic In a scn.c i-.c 
was more clornicnt tliaii Hitler— 
probably due to his education. A 
man. he seemed, who knew his 
business. His clever technique of 
spreading .Vazi propaganda has 
clearly revealed this truth." 

As did the othcis. Hermann Gocr- 
ing ,-isked Munzcr's opinion cf Ger- 
many's economic stability, and par- 
ticularly of Russia's potential 
economic power. "He was a fat. 
obese, di.sagrccablc man." Munzcr 
s;dd. -When I met him in IDSJ he 
wa.s stiil drc^.-ed in civilian clothes. 
The big uniform and the many 
medals, it would seem, came later.*' 

A graduate from the University 
of Munich with two doctorate of 
ccono.mic law degrees, Dr. Munzcr 
w,:.i considered a valuable asset to 
Hitlers 1933 ministry. Despite 
persuasion to have him remain with 
the ministry of economic!;, however, 
he resigned. 

"I am conservative by nature," ho 
fbid. "Their principles clashed with 
mine. We disagrcftd." 

Dr. Munzcr remained in Germany 
until 1038. when the Nazis goose 
stepped into .Austria. In time he 
visited England, Russia, Poland, the 
Baltic states and the United States. 
He came to Canada In April. 1040. 
.•\ftcr teaciiing three • ye-ars at SI. 
Francis Xavier University. Antigo- 
nish. N.S., he finally came to Tor- 
onto.
